invented an underwater 
“pybble-car” — which he 
claims cin be used for any- 
thing from salvage work (0 
sea-hed furming. 


Thirty-seven-year-old Mr 
Brooks, of Emsworth, 
Hampshire, calls his crea- 
tion a mobell — mobile 
diving bell. 


He is-pictured . with the 
present prototype which. is 
without its covering. 


He hag spent, 13 months” 
secret experimenting with 
the mobell near Portsmouth 
and claims it will behave 
under water with the flexi- 
bility of a helicopter. 


He has put every penny 
of his private capital into 
the mobell project. 

He said: “1 began think- 
ing about it in 1942 when 
we were working out tech- 
niques to get into enemy 
harbours.” 

For the past three 
months he has been carry- 
ing out trials with the 
mobell. A scale model of 
an advanced version is now 
being tested in the Saun- 
ders-Roe tank at Cowes. 

He claims he can move 
the mobell in all directions 
with hydroplanes, tanks, 
and an electric motor. , 

But it seems likely thal 
the development of the 
mobell will be done by the 
Americans.

All that can be done fs 
for the authorities to move 
against any action that may even 
faintly orouse the fre. of any one 
racial segment of the community. 

The present trouble in tho 
Congo {s ag much communal as 
political, whilo Indis, . which 
has now been independent for 
over a decade, still has ita com- 
munal troubles. 

For any new state, the first 
steps in making a nation Is to 
instil loyalty among her people; 
to have a common language; and 
to have a common culture. 

For Singapore and Maloya. na- 
tion-bullding {s extremely  diffi- 
cult as the population of both 
territories are multi-racial, 
multi-lingual, multi-cultural ond 
multi-religious. 


Lingua franca 


Government action on an fsste 
—although considered essential 
to the peaceful progress of ihe 
country towards a unified nation 
—might be considered by one 
segment of the population as an 
attempt to quash the culture of 
that particular segment. 

Although Malay 13s now the 
natlonal language of the Federa- 
tion, the implementation of mak- 
Ing it the lingua franca of the 
country and. all schools has been 
taken jn very slow stages partly 
beeause the langunge was never 
used as a means of teaching cx- 
cept in village schools during 
the colonial days, and also be- 
cause of the vehement protests 
of certain .sectors of Chinese 
educationlsts who consider it 
just one more step towards the 
eventual crushing of Chinese 
culture in Maloya altogethor.

Many Malays in Singapore 
consider the jstand as thelr na- 
tlve land and regard the Chi- 
nese, Indians and other races on 
the island as outsiders. Similarly

But In Singapore the Malays 
are at o numerical disadvantage 
as they comprise only 19% per 
cent of the 1.6 million. population, 
They are, however, the targest 
minority racial group on the Is- 
land, Although the present multi- 
racial socialist PAP Government 
has appointed a Malay as head- 
of-state and gives free education 
up.the university level for Malay 
atudents and other privileges to 
the economic educational back- 
ward Malays, certain sectors of 
this group consider themselves 
being exploited by- the predos 
minantly Chinese population of 
Singapore—72- per cent of the 
population. 

nthe other hond in Malaya, 
the Maloys have a slight numcr- 
{cal. advantage over. the. Chinese, 
Malays cumprise of 49 per cent 
of. the 04 million population 
while 38 per: cent of the total 
are Chinese. 

Tho head-of-stato, the King-or 
Paramount Ruler, is a Mala 
sultan, the national language s 
Malay, the official religlon is 
Jaiam and of the 20 ministers In 
the Government, four’ are of 
Chineso-race, two Indian and the 
rest are Malays. 

; And by o strange coincidence, 
the majority of the nenlor heads 
‘of departments in the civil ser- 
‘view. aro Malays.
